§102 Rejection o f the Claims 

Claims 1 1-21 and 59-71 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Manning (U.S. Patent No. 5,610,864). The M.P.E.P. requires that ,? [t]he identical invention must 
be shown in as complete detail as is contained in the ... claim." See M.P.E.P. § 2131. Because 
Manning does not disclose the identical invention claimed in the Application, the Applicants 
respectfully traverse this rejection. 

More particularly, the Applicants' representative was unable to find where Manning 
discloses subject matter involving "switching circuitry for switching between a first pathway and 
a second pathway depending on which of said patternless addressing scheme and said patterned
